The sale of lots in the "Coming City 


of Jonesville" has not come up to our 
expectations. 
There has 
been a deal 


of money spent 
in suhsidiz ing news- 


papers to blow up the scheme to the 
highest possible point, without danger 
of explosion 
and collapse. 
Editors 


and scribblers were employed to write 
florid accounts 
of the new Arcadia, 


and finallysteamers 
were chartered to 


convey all who wished 
to purchase 


lots to the locality free of charge; yet, 
after all this labor and expense, 
the 


first day's sale only reached 
the sum 


of twenty-two thousand dollars. 
We 


do not know 
that 
many of the lots 


sold on Thursday were bid offby straw 
men who will never pay a cent, but a 
glance at the list of uames impresses 
us with the notion that of the sum to- 
tal not more than two-thirds, perhaps 
not more than one-half, will ever be 
paid. 
This is a bad showing, 
and we 


are afraid the net 
receipts 
will not 


meet the single item of expense 
for 


advertising the scheme. 
The refusal 


of the company 
to give purchasers 
but 


a bargain and sale 
deed to their lots, 


has added 
strength 
to the belief that 


the future may develop other 
claim- 


ants to the land, whose claims it may 
be both difficult and expensive to set 
aside. 
The 
deed which 
Mr. Fitch 


proposes 
to give purchases 
is but a 


simple quit-claim deed, and leaves the 
new owner to fight any contest 
that 


may come up. 
The title to this prop- 


erty is either good or it is uot. 
If itis 


good, or the company think it so, peo- 
ple naturally wonder why they do not 
warrant and defend. 
In reference 
to 


this title question, 
the Herald has 


merely placed 
before the people such 


information 
as it received, 
without 


vouching for its correctness. 
But In 


refusing 
to warrant 
and defend, 
the 


company 
have done more to shake the 


confidence of the public in the valid- 
ity of their title to the property than 
all that has been 
or could be said by 


other parties. 


The Great 
Mistake. 


It was a mistake on the part of those 


who managed 
the Santa 
Monica lot 


business, 
hardly excusable in business 


men, to announce 
and 
bribe newspa- 


pers to reiterate that a great commer- 
cial city wouldspring upas ifby magic 
at that point.

ing place by disparaging Wilmington 


harbor, and It was a still more serious

when it will not, detraction ofits bet-

at Santa Monica, and this Is nil Sena- 
tor Jones 
and those

they done Ibis, and 


not attempted to force the sale under 
the assumption that they were selling 
city property, 
they would have made 


money aud friends in the place of los- 
ing 
both. 
Land 
in Santa 
Monica 


should have been sold in plats of from 
one to live acres, 
to suit the will and 


purse ofpurchasers 
who wished to buy 


land on which to build not a city busi- 
ness house but a seaside cottage 
home. 


Had they pursued this plan they would 
have 
ultimately 
realized 
prices 
for 


their land that they cannot now hope 
to receive,

Thursday sale, and when the saie was 
opened yesterday there were only one 
hundred 
and fifty visitors 
on

ground. 
The auctioneer's 
stand 
had 


been moved from its distant position 
of Thursday's 
sale 
to a central 
loca- 


tion opposite 
the hotel, 
which gave 


general satisfaction. 


THE buyers. 


The few visitors from Los Angeles 


amused 
themselves 
walking on the 


beach, examining the wharf and criti- 
cising the sheep pasture on the town- 
site, while many disgusted 
San Fran- 


cisco visitors waited 
impatiently for 


the 
steamer 
Los 
Angeles 
to carry 


them home. 
At 10 o'clock 
the boat 


arrived and the speculators 
took their 


ileparture.denouucingthe 
whole thing 


as a humbug, greater 
even 
than the 


San Diego excitement of a few years 
ago. 
The people of Los Angeles came 


iv for their share 
of the blame from 
visitors, they supposing 
that our citi- 


zens 
had a hand in the excitement 


that brought them here. 
We can as- 


sure 
them, 
however, 
that, with the 
exception nf the controllers 
of two 


daily papers, 
none of our people took 


any part in the scheme by which they 
were duped.

Angeles was not a 


party to the fraud,

It was rather amusing 
to see some
